4 ‘While the Journal or any public papers are reading, or 
when any member is speaking, there shall be no Interruption, 
nor shall any member read any printed paper, But the at- 
tention of the members are expected 

5 Every member when he speaks, shall standing in his 
place, address himself to the speaker, or Chairman, who shall 
Give his attention by naming the member e 

6 If Two or more members rise to speak at the same time 
the speaker shall determine who shall speak first. 

7 When any motion shall be before the House and not 
properly understood, the speaker may explain, but shall not 
in such explination attempt to sway the House by argument 
or debate 

8 .The speaker with leave of. the House shall have privi- 
lege to speak upon any subject proposed, agreably to the 
rules established by the House, provided he speak before the 
arguments are gone through 

9 A member digressing from the subject, or using per- 
sonal observation or reflection may be called to order by the 
speaker or Chairman or any member of the House 

10 All motions to be committed to writing and handed ™ 
the speaker before the same can be considered in the po- 
session of the House except a motion of course

Seeing then, the favours of 
Heaven have in some degree been witheld, humanity and 
justice cry aloud for the legislative interposition in behalf of 
those our fellow citizens, with the executive powers. 

It is therefore Resolved, that the governor of the state of | 
Tennessee be requested to lay before the President of the 
United States, by the earliest opportunity, the true state and 
condition of those citizens, residing within the Indian 
boundary, agreeable to the line lately run, setting forth, that 
their request for the present is, that the execution of the 
order to Colo: Butler for their removal, be suspended until 
they have time to secure their crops, and make the necessary 

ı arrangements to look out a new country.

With Great pleasure I inform you, that the peace with our 
Indian neighbours still exists, and in endeavouring to pre- 
serve it I trust I shall be supported by the Legislature in as 
much as a continuance of tranquity is highly essential to 
the happiness and prosperity of our Constituants. 

A General apprehension has some time past prevaded 
America lest (notwithstanding the Exertions of the Federal 
Executive to prevent it) we be compelled to become a party 
in those bloody wars in Europe, which have greatly thined

may probably lead to a General peace a hope is entertained 
that the calamity of war may yet be avoided. But it be- 
coming a wise nation to provide for her safety, it has been 
thought advisable to hold in readiness an army of. eighty 
thousand militia to be apportioned among the several states;

Suffer me to recommend to your consideration as a prece- | 
dent and a necessary measure, a well regulated militia law, 
Calculated to establish military discipline and to insure punc- - 
tual attendance at private and General musters; for let it 
be remembered that a well regulated militia is the security 
of a free State 

Several Characters in this State; of military spirit and 
ardor have raised volunteer Companies of Cavalry—and 
some of them have already rendered verry essential serv- 
ices to the state, permit me to recommend.them to your 
particular: notice in the formation of your militia law, and 

make for them such provision as you in yeur wisdom may 
_ think their Military Genius and enterprise may Justly merit. 

The transactions of the Executive during the recess of 
the legislature—and such other documents as may relate 
to the public service, shall be reserved for a special message 

Gentlemen of the Senate and of the House of Representa- 
tives. Coming as you do from every part of the state, your 
knowledge of the Interests and wishes of the people must 
be accurate and I entertain no doubt you will labour to sup- 
port the one and Imbrace the other—as for myself my fel-

Knoxville, 27th Sept. 1797. 
Sir, l 
I have been informed that a debate has taken place in your 
honorable body, stating as a grievous act of power in the 
general government, my having taken possession of a situa- 
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tion on the bank of the Holston, the navigation of which is 
not provided for by treaty. Least my having taken posses- 
sion of that-situation should be construed by the citizens of 
the state of Tennessee as a premeditated plan of the general 
government to cramp the trade or infringe upon their priv- 
ileges, I consider it my duty to declare in the most un- 
equivocal manner, that the position taken by me on the bank 
of the Holston, was not suggested by government_or any 
officer acting under its authority, but made choice of by 
myself, as a military man, to enable me to act with prompt- 
ness in the execution of the following order, viz— ‘‘Having 
reason to believe that a Zachariah Cox is embodying a very 
large company of men as associates, with design to force a 
settlement at or near the muscle shoals, and that he is well 
provided with artillery and arms to. adi in his project, it is 
deemed proper that you should pay immediate attention to 
his movements, and take the a effective means to prevent 
his success. ’’ 

That such an armament exists in the heart of the state of 
Tennessee, unopposed by the executive’ of the state is a fact 
so notorious as to leave not the slightest room to doubt, act- 
ing under these orders, and received from an authority that 
can’t be doubted, I conceive ans justifiable in taking any 
elligible situation to effect the object.— 

Permit me, sir, to request that these facts may be com- 
municated through you to the Honorable Legislature of the 
State of Tennessee, which will be the means of removing all 
jealousy, and convince the citizens of the state, that it is not 
an act of power of the part of government, but an act of 
duty & necessity to enforce a due obedience to the laws of the 
United States, and as the officer entrusted with the command 
of the Federal troops in this quarter, I don’t hesitate in de- 
claring to you, that the position taken by me on the Holston 
has not been contemplated as a cite for a permanent garrison, 
and as soon as Mr. Cox and his adherents manifest a dis- 
position to respect the laws, you may rest assured that 
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proper cites will be made choice of, at places on the frontiers,

Received from the House of Representatives the following 
report of the commissioners appointed to trace the line lately 
designated by Andrew Pickens, James Winchester, & Ben- 
jamin Hawkins, commissioners of the United States; which 
on motion was ordered to be inserted at length on the 
Journals: ii 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Senate; and 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 
~ In obedience to your resolution of the fifth instant, we 
have traced the line designated by James Winchester, An- 
drew Pickens, & Benjamin Hawkins, commissioners on the 
part of the United States, for ascertaining the line agreeable 
to the treaty of Holston, from the river Clinch to Chilhowie 
mountain. These commissioners commenced that line about 
a mile above the mouth of Clinch, upon the bank thereof and 
extended it south seventy eight degrees east, at nineteen 
miles and a few poles, they struck the river Holston, five 
miles and three quarters according to its.meanders, from its 
junction with the Tennessee, and after crossing the Holston, 
continued the same course until they computed the distance 
of twentyfive miles two hundred & eight poles from the be- 
ginning. They then run south twelve degrees west, two hun- 
dred and forty poles, and then south twenty six degrees east 
to Chilhowee mountain, distance ten miles, from the point 
formed by the termination of the line south twelve degrees 
west two hundred and forty poles as above described, they ex- 
tended a line until it intersected the line they had previously 
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run from Clinch to Holston, as also above described; which 
intersection was ten miles & three quarters from the begin- 
ning upon Clinch and marked it in the same manner as they 
marked the other line. We present you herewith an accurate - 
draft of the above described lines. This line does not cross 
the river Holston at the ridge dividing the waters.of the Ten- 
nessee from those of Little River, nor touch it in any part of 
its extension, nor is it a straight line, both of which the treaty . 
of Holston requires; consequently we report this line not to 
be run agreeable to the said treaty. The time we have em- 
ployed in the execution of this duty has not permitted us to. 
ascertain with precision where the line ought to pass the © 
Holston agreeably to said treaty; but from a very perfect 
knowledge of the country, its water courses and leading 
ridges, we hesitate not to say that it must pass the Holston 
very near its junction with the Tennessee, and thus passing 
the Holston would relieve a great many of the unfortunate 
men, women, & children who are now in a few days by the 
extension of an erroneous lime to be turned out of house and 
home by military force, troops of the United States, and 
compelled to seek for shelter in the approaching inclement 
season of the year. 

Nor have we been able to ascertain with positive certainty 
the number of families who were settled upon the Indian. 
side of the said line, prior to the act of cession of North 
Carolina, but from the best information that .we have col- 
lected, there appears to have been about sixty eight and at 
present there are about three times that number.. We deem 
it proper to report to your, honorable body, that we have seen 
a copy of the introductory letter written by Benjamin 
Hawkins in favour of Colo David Craig, to the Secretary of 
war, without date, but captioned ‘‘Cove camp, 36 miles from 
Clinch, on the line,’’ in which is the following paragraph: 
‘The. three commissioners were unanimous in fixing the 
present boundary line, and all the citizens who have visited | 
us concur in the justness of the decisions;’’ and to assert 
to you that the result of our enquiries upon that head is, that 
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no citizen whatsoever, unconnected with office does concur in 
the justness of their decision. In other words, Mr. Hawkins 
has given the Secretary of war official information which is 
not true. We have thought it our duty to be thus particular 
respecting Mr. Hawkins least his information should be con- 
sidered by the Secretary of war as correct and the objects 
of it be thereby much injured.

Gentlemen, It cannot have escaped your observation that 
the advancement of our State to respectability and greatness, 
has of late been truly flattering. Emigration the certain 
Source of ‘Strength and Wealth continues unabated; the 
manly and pleasing art of agriculture flourishes, the plough 
is fatigued in the forough, and honest Industry has hereto- 
fore reaped the rewards of their labor. But this happy, this 
bright prospect is considerably darkened, by the extension 
of the Indian boundary line, and gloomy reflections strike the 
mind— The situation of many of our citizens in the frontier 
Counties of Hamilton District, must claim the sympathy of 
every friend to humanity, of every Lover of his. Country— 
A considerable tract of settled-and well improved land is said 
to be within the boundary guaranteed to the Cherokee nation, 
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by the Treaty of Holston, and it needs no’ Argument to prove 
that if the people are compelled to abandon their possessions, 
great Injury will result to individuals and to the public at 
‘large. — - 

The attention of the Legislature, cannot therefore be too 
early attracted to this important object, and the propriety of 
forwarding on a respectful Memorial to the Congress of the 
United States, from which authority adequate relief can alone 
be attained, well deserves consideration. ` 

With great pleasure I inform you, that the Peace with our 
Indian Neighbors still exists, and in endeavouring to pursue 
it, I trust ‘I shall be supported by the Legislature, in asmuch 
as a continuance of tranquility is highly essential to the hap- 
piness, and prosperity of our constituants. | 

A general apprehension has for some time past pervaded 
America, lest (notwithstanding the exertions of the Federal 
Executive to prevent it) we be compelled to become a party 
in those bloody wars of Europe, which have greatly thinned 
the ranks. of mankind— But from late events in that quarter, 
which may probably lead to'a general peace, a hope is en- 
tertained that the calamities of war may yet be avoided. 
But it becoming a wise nation’ to provide for her safety, it 
has been thought advisable to hold in readiness an army of 
eighty. thousand militia, to be apportioned among the several 
states. The act of Congress on this subject shall be laid 
before you, ‘and I must- entreat you, Gentlemen, at as early a 
period as possible, to make provision for holding in readi- 
ness, the quota assigned to this State. 

The laws of the general government should always meet 
with our support, from that source alone we can look for 
succor, and relief, when danger threatens; and it should be 
the pride and pleasure of Tennessee, to appear among’ its 
greatest supporters. 

Suffer me to recommend to your consideration, as a pru- 
dent and necessary measure, a well regulated militia law, 
calculated to establish military discipline, and to insure -/ 
punctual attendancé at private, and general Musters; for let 
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it be remembered, that a well regulated militia i is the security 
of a free state.— 

Several characters in the state of military spirit and ardor, 
have raised volunteer companies of Cavalry, and some of 
them have already rendered very essential services to the 
state— Permit me to recommend them to your particular 
notice, in the formation of your militia law; dnd make for 
them such provision, as you in your wisdom, may think their 
military genius and enterprise may justly merit. 

The transactions of the executive, during the recess of the 
legislature, and such other documents as may relate to the 
public service, shall be reserved for a special message— 

Gentlemen of the Senate, and of the House of Represent- 
atives, coming as you do from every part of the State, your 
Knowledge of the Interests and wishes of the people, must 
be accurate; and I entertain no doubt, you will labor to sup- 
port the one and embrace the other—As for myself, my 
fellow citizens, the greatest object of my future life will be . 
to continue to the good of my country; and assured as I am 
of the wisdom and patriotism of this legislature, I retire 
from among you this day, with a full pursuation, that. under 
the smiles of a Heavenly father, the result of your delibera- 
tions will strengthen and perpetuate the great Blessings of 
Liberty, Laws and Peace.

Mr. Speaker & Gentlemen of e kois -of Representatives, 
In obedience to your resolution of the fifth instant we have 
- traced the line designated by J ames Winchester, Andrew 
Pickens & Benjamin Hawkins, Commissioners on the part of 
the United States, for ascertaining the line, agreeable to the 
. treaty of Holston, from the river Clinch to Chilhowee moun- 
' tain. These commissioners commenced that lihe, about a 
| mile above the mouth of Clinch upon the bank thereof, and 
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extended it South seventy eight degrees Hast; at nineteen 
miles and a few poles they struck the river Holston five 
miles and three quanters according to its meanders from its 
junction with the Tennessee: and after crossing the Holston 
continued the same course until they completed the distance 
of twenty four miles, two hundred and eight poles from 
the beginning. They then run South twelve degrees with 
two hundred and forty poles. Then south seventy six degrees 
east, to Chilhowee mountain, distance ten miles. From the 
point formed- by the termination of the line south twelve 
degrees with two hundred and forty poles as above described, 
they extended a line until it intersected the line they had 
previously run from Clinch to Holston as also above de- 
scribed, which intersection was ten miles and three quarters 
from the beginning upon Clinch river, and marked it in the 
same manner as they marked the other line. We present you 
herewith an accurate draft of the above designated lines. 

This line does not cross the river Holston at the ridge 
dividing the waters of Tennessee from those of Little river, 
nor touch it in any part of its extension, nor is it a straight 
line, both of which the Treaty of Holston requires, conse- 
quently we report this line not to be run agreeably to the 
said Treaty. 

The time we have employed in the execution of this duty 
has not permitted us to ascertain with precision, where the. 
line ought to pass the Holston agreeably to said treaty; 
but from a very perfect knowledge of the country, its water 
‘courses and leading ridges, we hesitate not to say that it 
must pass the Holston very near its junction with the Ten- 
nessee; and thus passing the Holston, would relieve a great 
many of the unfortunate settlers, men, women and children, 
who are now in a few days by the extension of an erroneous 
line to be turned out of house and home by military force, 
troops of the United States, and compelled to seek for shelter 
in the approaching inclement season of the year. Nor have 
we been able to ascertain with positive certainty, the number 
- of families who were settled upon the Indian side of the said 
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line prior to the act of cession of North Carolina: but from 
the best information that we have collected, there appears 
to have been sixty eight, and at present there are about three 
times that number. 

We deem it proper to.report to your honorable body, that 
we have seen a copy of the introductory letter written by . 
Benjamin Hawkins in favor of Colonel David Craig to the 
Secretary of war without date, but captioned ‘‘Cove Camp 
thirty six miles from Clinch on the line’’ in which is the 
folowing paragraph ‘‘the three commissioners were unan- 
imous in fixing the present boundary line and all the citizens 
who have visited us, concur in the Justness of the decision’’ 
and to assert to you that the result of our enquiries upon 
that head, is, that no citizen whatever unconnected with 
office does ‘‘concur in the justness of their decision.” In 
other words Mr. Hawkins has given the Secretary of War 
official information which is not true— We thought it our 
duty to be thus particular. respecting Mr. Hawkins, lest his 
information should be considered by the Secretary of War 


__as correct, and the objects of it be thereby much injured.

of John McClellan, Patrick Sharkey, and Jos. Gillespie, of the 
14th Inst. a copy of which.is hereunto annexed, and to which 
reference is made, and reference is also made to the first and 
second resolutions of this body of the 19th Inst. hereunto an- 
néxed; whereby many families have been compelled to leave 
their houses and homes, who, had the said lihe been extended 
agreeably to Treaty, would have been secure in their houses 
and property. 

2ndly. They remonstrate against the proclamation of 
Thomas Butler Lieutenant Colonel commanding the troops of 
the United States in the State of Tennessee of the 19th of 
August, a copy of which is hereunto annexed, and is referred 
to, requiring all persons settled upon the Cherokee lands (ac- 
cording to the extension of the boundary line by the said com- - 
missioners) to remove therefrom by the 25th October under 
the pretext of the re-establishment of tranquility upon the 
frontiers, whereas previous to that proclamation perfect 
peace and tranquility had been restored, and continued upon 
the frontiers upwards of two years, and whereas the Cherokee 
Indians did not require such removal, as appears by the Gov- 
ernor’s message to the General Assembly of the 20th Inst. a 
copy of which is hereunto annexed and referred to. 

adly That the proclamation above alluded to regardless of 
the feelings of humanity, required all persons settled upon 
the Indian lands, in number from two thousand five hundred 
to three thousand, men women and children, to remove from 
the same at an unusual short notice, and at an inclement sea- 
son of the year; a time less than has been allowed under sim- 
ilar circumstances by all civilized nations within this century, 
for the performance of such an operation, greatly to the in- 
jury and oppression of the citizens and settlers. 

4thly That the objects of Col. Butler’s proclamation were 
generally persons settled upon lands under titles fairly de- 
rived from the State of North Carolina, or upon titles of oc- 
cupancy sanctioned by the said State, which can be fully ex- 
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plained by the Senators and represeitatives of this State i in 
Congress. — - 

5thly The declaration of Col: Butler in his létter to James 
Stuart, Esdr. Speaker of the House of Representatives, of the 
27th Ulto. ‘‘that the navigation of the Holston is not pro- 
vided for by treaty.” ‘See the third and fourth resolutions 
of our body of the 19th Inst. hereunto annexed. 

6thly The assumption of right over the ferry across 
Clinch by Mr. Hawkins on the part of the Cherokees, and 
the posting by ‘Col. Butler of a military guard to prevent 
persons travelling from Washington to Mero District to pass 
a ford of that river two miles above the said ferry. See 
also the said resolutions, and a statement of facts respecting 
Mr. Hawkins conduct touching that ferry, and Mr. Butler’s 
touching the said ferry hereunto annexed. 

The Legislature deeply impressed with a sense of the griev- 
ances as before stated, cannot suffer themselves to doubt but 
that they will be’ taken into immediate consideration and re- 
dress granted. 

Done in General Assembly by unanimous vote at Konsyalle 
Oct. 28, 1797. 

Statement of facts respecting’ the ferry and ford across the 
river Clinch. | l a 

Four years previous to the daval of Mr. Hawkins and 
Lieutenant Col. Butler in this State, which was in the course 
of the last summer, a road had been opened from Wash- 
ington to Mero District, passing Clinch river near the mouth 
thereof agreeably to the Treaty of Holston, and a ferry es- 
tablished across the said river, where it intersected the said 
road, which was kept by a citizen of Tennessee for his own 
benefit and emolument. Upon the arrival of Mr. Hawkins, 
he assumed the right over said ferry for the benefit of the 
Indians, upon the ground, that it was Indian water, and that 
the Indians owned the lands upon both sides of the river 
(notwithstanding the said road was authorized by Treaty) 
and rented it out to James Richardson at about three hun- 
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dred dollars per annum, whereupon the said Richardson de- 
manded and received one fourth of a dollar for the ferriage 
of a man and horse, and for other services in proportion; 
whereas considering the great number of horsemen, waggons 
and stock, that daily pass it, and the perfect security afforded 
to that ferry by the state of peace with the Indians, and 
the strong Garrison at Southwest point (within half a mile 
of it) one eighth of a dollar for pace a service is an extrava- 
gant price. 

Observe how far the principle will extend. If the Indians 
or their Agent Mr. Hawkins in whom the people of this 
country have less confidence than the Indians themselves, 
have a right to demand a price for ferriage, they may de- 
mand such a price as will amount to a prohibition of the 
use of the said road altho’ secured by Treaty. 

Travellers finding themselves thus imposed upon, deter- 
mined to resort to a ford two miles above, to which upon 
the south side they could approach upon lands to which the 
Indian claim is extinguished, and might proceed half way 
across the river the Indian claim being that far also ex- 
tinguished, but upon their attempting to pass, they were op- 
posed by a military guard posted by Col. Butler upon the 
‘North bank, or Indian, side, and compelled with violence at 
the point of the bayonet to return & cross at the ferry at 
such prices with their waggons, stock &c. as Mr. “Hawkins 
had been pleased to impose.. 

The injury the Indians would receive by travellers being 
‘ permitted to pass at this ford would be neither more nor less, 
that the loss of the shrub grass and herbage, the width of 
a road for two miles, the distance from the ford to the road 
which passes the before described ferry. 

It is to be observed, that this Legislature have not under- 
stood that the Indians are opposed to the crossing at this 
ford, nor to the use of a road for the two miles; but on the 
contrary there is reason to believe they would have no objec- 
tion to either. 

It would be well for the officers who impose such trivial 
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restrictions as respects the Indians, and important as it re- 
spects the citizens of this country, to recollect that the In- 
dians yearly and daily hunt upon millions of acres of land to 
which their claim has for years been extinguished; un- 
molested by the white people; and for them to contemplate 
whether such restrictions. will not produce if not compel a 
retaliation. By retaliation we mean the taking the hair of 
some innocent hunters upon those lands; and if such retalia- 
tion should take place, will not the authors of these ill-judged 
and and injudicious restrictions be thereby the authors of the 
war which will certainly be the consequence.— 

These facts have been collected from the best information. 
that could be had, and to this Legislature appear to be 
true—

monstrance and statement of facts accompanying it; and that 
three fair copies thereof be made out and signed by the 
Speakers of each House; one addressed to the President of 
the United States; another to the Senate, and a third to the 
House of Representatives. of the Congress of the.

Gentlemen of the Senate & T : 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives 

The occasion of convening you at this time, has been to 
me a subject of much painful reflection, as a more than 
ordinary accumulation of public expenditure has rendered 
it desirable to avoid (if practicable) the additional burthens 
necessarily attendant on an extraordinary session of the 
Legislature. 

Calls. important in their nature has arisen during the 
‘period of your recess, to which neither the existing laws 
or constitution of the State afford an answer but in~legis- 
lative deliberation, and by these has it been imposed on 
me, a duty indispensible by any other means. Among those 
objects that will require your immediate attention- is the 
militia Law, the inefficiency of which, even for defensive 
purposes, must afford cause of concern, at a moment.when 
the United States are menaced with foreign aggression, and 
perhaps it may appear proper to make some appropria- 
tion' calculated to prevent deficiency in arms as well as to 
establish depots of ammunition sufficient for effectual defence 

The retouching hand of the Legislature- will also be req- 
uisite on the law regulating the election of a Representa- 
tive to Congress as the seat of the present member be- 
comes vacated in March, and in case of a called session, 
the State, as heretofore she has been, be unrepresented on

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the national floor. The change that has taken place in the 
Senators from this State, will likewise claim some share of 
your attention as the time of the one will expire with that 
of the representative, & the powers of the other appointed 
by the executive cease with the close of the present session. 

Much will also be found of internal arrangement, requir- 
ing legislative aid, as the vacancy occasioned by the resig- 
nation of the Speaker of the Senate, who had accepted an 
appointment under the General Government, admitted of 
no delay, being in case of an accident the sole constitutional 
organ by which the powers of the government might be con- 
tinued in operation, & which, if unfilled, an interregnum 
might ensue. A recent proceeding of the State of North 
Carolina militating with the act of cession, & closing her 
offices, by which she prevents the inhabitants of this State: 
from perfecting their titles, will require deliberation & such 
interference as will secure to the fair purchaser under ex- 
isting laws the fruit of his acquirement. 

To adopt some system apportioning the state represen- 
tation to numbers will be found among your constitutional 
engagements, and to extend the operations of law to that 
tract of country recently acquired in treaty with the Chero- 
kees; to this measure I call your attention with much satis-

ceedings it is my duty to have laid before you. Coming as 
you do from various parts of the government, & concen- 
trating in each branch of the Legislature the various wishes 
and interests of the whole people, local inconveniences if 
such exist, cannot fail to be known, & efficient remedies will 
in your wisdom be suggested. Believing it to be the wish 
of each, as I know it to be the duty of all, by every en- 
deavour to advance the growth, better the. police, and en- 
crease the happiness of our common country, to these ends 
I feel full confidence your deliberations will be directed. 

I now. beg leave to make some few remarks in respect to 
the situation between the United States & that of the French 
nation, as to any information I have been able to obtain, I 
am not induced to believe that the dangers, threatening the 
peace & safety of our country is by any means abated or 
relaxed; on the contrary, I have my fears, that much décep- 
tion, duplicity and intrigue is carrying on with intention to

inestimable blessings of liberty and independence gained and 
acquired by our past struggles with the loss of so much of

fellow citizens, that union may be the basis to guide our 
conduct, and let our whole and united object be manly and 
firm opposition to those who may attempt any attack on our - 
country and constitutional rights and privileges

Mr. Speaker of the Senate, 

The House of Representatives having agreed upon articles 
in maintenance of their impeachment, against David Camp- 
bell for contempt & misdemeanors, & having appointed on 
their- part, managers of the said impeachment, the managers 
have now the honor to attend the Senate for the purpose 
of exhibiting the said articles: 

The Speaker then ordered the Serjeant at arms to pro- 
claim silence, after which he notified the managers that the 
Senate were ready to hear the articles of impeachment 

Whereupon 

The chairman of the managers read the articles of im- 
peachment, and they were received from him by the Serjeant 
arms, at the bar, & laid on the table. 

The Speaker then informed the managers that the Senate 
will take proper order on the subject of the impeachment, 
of which due notice shall be given to the House of Repre- 
sentatives; and they withdrew. 

The Clerk then read the articles of impeachment in the 
words following:

Articles of impeachment exhibited by the House of Bap. 
resentatives, against David Campbell, one of the Judges of 
the Superior Courts of Law and Equity in this State. 

In the name of themselves and all the people of Tennessee, 
& in maintenance of their impeachment against him the said 
David Campbell, one of the Judges aforesaid 

Sheweth in the first place 

That a plaint was exhibited by Willm. Blount, a citizen of 
this State, and thereon a writ was issued bearing test, the 
second Monday of July in the year one thousand seven hun- 
dred & ninety eight, against Elisha I. Hall, a citizen of the 
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United States, charged on a plea of trespass on the case, 
to the damage of the said William, ten thousand dollars: 
that the said writ was issued’ the ninth of August following, 
of the said year, returnable to the October sessions of the 
court of pleas & quarter sessions in & for the county of Knox, 
at. which sessions the return of the Sheriff was ‘‘non est 
inventus’’—that an alias issued, the return of the Sheriff 
thereon is, ‘‘Executed & defendant discharged without bail, 
in consequence of the annexed paper. H 

That the paper so annexed, is in the nature of a zieen 
mandatorial, to the Sheriff of Knox County, commanding the 
said Sheriff to discharge the said Elisha I. Hall, & further 
that he be not held to bail, or in any wise to answer the said 
writ; that such precept bears date the fourth day of No- 
vember, one thousand seven hundred & ninety-eight; & was 
signed & issued by the said David Campbell, who at that 
time, & for a long time before was, & is now .one of the 
Judges of the Superior Courts of Law & Equity as afore- 
said, by which actings & doings of him the said David Camp- 
bell, öne of the Judges aforesaid, the whole of the proceed- | 
ings aforesaid were quashed, & the said William Blount left 
without remedy in this case. 

That the constitution of this state in delegating powers to 
the judicial department thereof, has wisely prescribed forms, 


‘in which such powers shall operate, & limits which it shall .-’ 


not pass; that among those forms it is declared ‘‘that all 
writs & other process shall bear test & be signed by the 
signed by the respective clerks,” that David Campbell, well 
knowing the premises, but in contempt of the authority 
aforesaid, & contrary. to the duty of his station & the high 
trust in him reposed, on the said fourth day of November, 
in the said year one thousand seven hundred & ninety eight, 
being one of the Judges of the Superior courts of Law & 
Equity in the. State of Tennessee, did sign & issue the said . 
precept in nature of a writ mandatorial, & in so doing, hath 
introduced a new, unusual, &: extrajudicial prdceeding, un- 
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known to the law, & prohibited by the constitution, against 
the dignity of this State, & in contempt of the authority of 
the same. 

That custom immemorial, has sanctioned the separation of 
the judicial functions, assigning to one part thereof the ex- 
position of the Laws, & to another the investigation of fact; 
that such separation has been wisely secured to the citizens 
of this State by her constitution, which declares ‘‘trial by 
jury shall remain inviolate;’’ that David Campbell, one of 
the Judges of the Superior Courts of Law & Equity in the 
State of Tennessee well knowing the premises, but in con- 
tempt of the before recited clause, hath, on the said fourth 
day of November, in the year one thousand seven hundred & 
ninety eight, in a new, unusual, & arbitrary manner, assumed 
powers unknown to the laws, & prohibited by the constitution; 
by declaring Elisha I. Hall acquit, & ‘‘in no wise held to 
answer’’ the plaint of William Blount before stated, against: 
the dignity of this State, & in high contempt of the authority 
of the same. 

That the constitution of this State, has delegated to the 
Judges of the Superior Courts, powers to call up by cer- 
tiorari, the cause, or a transcript thereof, on sufficient cause 
shewn by either party, supported by oath or affirmation, the 
more fully & effectually to advance the attainment of jus- 
tice— That David Campbell, one of the Judges of - the 
Superior Courts of Law & Equity, of the State of Tennes- 
see, well knowing the premises, but in contempt of the author- 
ity before recited, without the oath or affirmation so required, 
& without process calling up a transcript thereof, hath, on 
the said fourth day of November in the year one thousand 
seven hundred & ninety eight (being then & long before one 
of the Judges of the Superior Courts of Law & Equity as 
aforesaid) contrary to the duties of his office, assumed a new 
& arbitrary method, unknown to the Law, & prohibited by 
the constitution of deciding in this case ex parte, with no 
part of the record of said cause or plaint before him, & no 
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official notice of even the existence of such plaint, against 
‘the dignity of this State & in high contempt of the authority ` 
of the same pe 

That the common be of England, & the statutes hereto-. 
fore in use, where neither are repealed, or: come in contact 
with the constitution & laws of the United States, or of the 
individual states, is the known law of the land and that by 
both, or either of them there is a prohobition to the issuing 
of any process, except for the preservation ‘of the peace, or 
the protection of surety on the Sabbath, a day set apart to 
the sacred duties of devotion, andon which even contracts. 
entered into are voidable, so highly is the Sabbath day re- 
spected by the laws—yet the said David Campbell (one of 
the Judges of the Superior Courts of Law & Equity in the 
State of Tennessee) well knowing the premises, but in con- - 
tempt of all authority, hath, on the said fourth day of 
November in the year one thousand seven hundred & ninety 
eight, that being the Sabbath day, assumed, a new power 
unknown to the Laws, & on that day hath signed, & issued 
the precept in nature: of a writ mandatorial, before men- ' 
tioned, against the dignity of the State, and in high contempt — 
-of the authority of the same 

2ndly. That the law of this State, nering the num- 
ber of Judges of the Superior Courts of Law & Equity makes 
it the duty of each Judge to attend each & every term of the . 
said courts of Law & Equity. & that non attendance at such 
court shall be deemed a misdemeanor in. office— That David 
Campbell (one of the Judges of the Superior Courts of law 
& Equity in the state of Tennessee, well knowing the prem- 
ises, ‘yet regardless’ of: the duties of. his appointment, hath - 
neglected or refused to attend the Spring term of the Su- 
perior (Court) in the year one thousand seven hundred & 
ninety eight, at Nashville in Mero district, in the State of 
Tennessee in violation of this law, he David Campbell, at 
the same time & long before being one of the Judges of the 
Superior Courts of Law & Equity in this State, against the 
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dignity of the State & in high contempt of the authority of 
the same. 

And the House of Representatives save , to themselves the 
liberty of exhibiting any further or other articles of im- 
peachment at any time hereafter, and before the day ap- 
pointed by the Senate for decision against the said David 
Campbell and also of replying to such answers as he shall 
make to those now exhibited, and do demand that the said 
David Campbell may be put to answer the contempts and 
misdemeanors hereinbefore charged, and that such proceed- 
ings, examination trial and Judgement may be thereupon had 
& given as are agreeable to law & justice.

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Information various ways, have come forward to the Ex- 
ecutive, that a number of persons, citizens of the State hath 
been lately arrested, and is now held in custody under a 
military guard, & it is said are to be conveyed to Nashville, 
in order that they may undergo an examination before the 
district Judge. 

What these unfortunate men have been guilty of, to de- 
serve ‘so much fatigue, trouble & expence (to say aoig 
of punishment) deserves mature and deliberate enquiry, and 
well worthy the attention of the Legislature I am informed 
they are charged with the crime of hunting on the lands 
claimed by the Cherokees; and how just the claim of that 
nation may be to the lands lying within our chartered limits 
I leave you to judge of, by taking a view of the statement 
lately made by our agents, who attended the late treaty. 

If every poor man, who from mere want and necessity 
(the first law of nature) that happens to kill a deer or bear 
on the land falsely claimed by the Cherokees, & which land 
is lying in the very centre of our State boundary, is to be 
punished by fine, imprisonment, &c. unhappy & critical must 
be the situation of the unfortunate people who are settled 
on the verge of the land claimed by those Indians & not 
them alone, but the peaceable travellers going into the district 
of Mero, travelling thro’ the wilderness, who often lose their 
horses, & are authorized to go armed in pursuit of their prop- 
erty, which is often stolen by those Indians, and it is also nec- - 
essary for their own safety & protection at all times to be 
armed in a country haunted by a set of faithless savages, & 
further a wilderness that affords no sustenance, but the wild 
game of the woods, and many poor families moving thro’ 
the same, by means of high waters, the badness of the 
weather, and other unforeseen accidents,’ become destitute, 
& run out of provisions, are compelled from the very calls 
of nature to relieve themselves, the mother of infants, to 
have recourse, as a last resource, to hunting, in order to 
procure a subsistence necessary to the preservation of their 
lives; this last description tho’ entirely innocent, may -likely 
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be construed to be invaders-of Indian territory. Many of 
the frontier inhabitants, in the hour of our greatest distress, 
in the revolutionary war, paid their money to the State of 
North Carolina, whose right was not then questioned (ex- 
cept by the enemies of America) for the lands now said to 
belong to this banditti of Indians, and have long since ob- ` 
tained their grants in that legal & solemn form, that every 
other citizen has done, throughout both the States of North 
Carolina & Tennessee. 

I beg leave to call your attention to the premises, &i in 
behalf. of the citizens of the State request, you will, in your 
wisdom, either by remonstrance, or such other mode, as you 
may think proper to adopt, state & lay before the general 
government the evils that highly threaten the quiet of a great . 
number of the citizens of the State; and also, if you should 
deem it necessary, take measures to prevent the encroach- 
ments of the Indians, & prevent their hunting on lands not 
their own, and perhaps, by laying a similar prohibition on 
their hunters, will in some measure serve to prevent un- 
pleasant disputes that will inevitably otherways take place. 

It is time for this government to assert her just rights & 
claim of domain of country included in her chartered limits, 
& and make no doubt that the general government will, if 
the matter be fairly & justly stated, render ample and com- 
plete redress.

That they have examined the petitioners on oath, and find 
the facts set forth in the petition suppdrted by their testi- 
mony, further, on examination of the same petitioners, it ap- 
pears that over and above the three parties of Indians, men- 
tioned in the petition, other Cherokees are frequently if not 
daily found hunting on lands to which their claim has been 
extinguished by the treaty of Holston; and such generally 
has been their practice since the date of that treaty. 

The committee remark, that on examination of the same 
petitioners, touching the effect which the arrest and appre- 
hension by military power, of the persons travelling on the 
trace from Hamilton district to Price’s settlement, had on 
the people of their neighbourhood. It appears they were 
highly exasperated, and manifested at different assemblages, 
a disposition of making reprisals, and some threatened re- 
taliation, by shedding blood, saying the grievance was in- 
tolerable, not longer to be borne, that their fellow-citizens 
travelling peaceably on the trace from one settlement to an- 
other, shall be seized by military force, and hurried, under 
a military Guard for trial, to a distant place thro’ a lonely 
wilderness, where they can have but little hope, if any, of 
being bailed, while Indians were permitted, with impunity 
to commit depredations and hunt on lands to which their 
claim has long been extinguished. o 

The committee cannot but sympathize with the sufferers 
on this occasion, and lament, that no immediate and effectual 
remedy is within the power of the State Legislature, and 
recommend, as a distant means of redress, that the petition, 
together with this report, be immediately forwarded to the 
Senators, and Representative of this State in Congress, as 
an instruction to attain it. 

The committee, while they sincerely sympathize, with 
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their suffering fellow citizens and lament that immediate 
redress is not in the power of the legislature, with pleasure 
have heard of their forbearance to indulgence the first im- 
pulse of their feelings, and recommend to them yet to for- 
bear, and to wait for redress of the grievance of which they

period to which the Legislature was called determined me to 
adopt a more dilatory method and to submit the facts for 
that remedy your deliberations will no doubt supply 

An infraction of your laws has also presented itself in the 
non attendance of the Judge at the Spring Session of the 
Superior Court of Law & Equity in Mero District and 
the engagements I have assumed to Society-impose on me the 
necessary task of rendering the information ` 

It wou’d be harsh to suppose the possibility of ignorance 
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in the Judge of any part of those duties that are required 
of me by the Constitution and therefore I presume had their 
_ been Cause extenuating the neglect such cause wou’d have 
been reported 

To recapitulate the errors of men holding the offices of the 
first responsibility is certainly among the most painful labors 
of appointment they are duties not withstanding where such 
error is calculated to lessen the respect due to the laws as to 
disturb the order of the Community of this class I consider 
a charge delivered by Judge Campbell at the Spring Ses-
